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This  bibliography  is  the  result  of  a  Planning  and  Urban  Studies 
laboratory  class  examination  of  the  feasibility  of  construct- 
ing a  senior  citizens  center  linked  to  the  University  of 
Southern  California's  Andrus  Gerontology  Center. 

The  data  base  used  to  select  references  in  part  was  generated 
by  several  computer  searches,  some  of  which  included  MEDLINE/ 
MEDLARS  (Index  Medicus),  PASAH  (Psychological  Abstracts), 
Sociological  Abstracts,  International  Political  Service 
Abstracts,  ERIC,  NTIS,  and  NEXUS.  The  National  Institute  of 
Senior  Centers,  an  affiliate  organization  of  the  National 
Council  on  Aging,  Inc.,  was  also  a  valuable  contributor 
through  its  many  publications  on  multi-service  senior  centers. 

The  bibliography  contains  articles  that  deal  most  specifi- 
cally with  evaluation,  prograirming,  and  design  of  senior 
centers.  Care  has  been  exercised  to  include  only  articles 
that  would  be  directly  relevant  to  senior  centers.  Articles 
dealing  with  multi-purpose  centers  and  service  delivery  in 
general  have  been  avoided c  Furthermore,  all  directories  to 
both  senior  centers  and  service  delivery  locations  have  been 
excluded  in  an  effort  to  provide  the  best  quality  knowledge 
focused  toward  the  problem  of  creating  a  senior  center.
